THE TRUE STORY. 


Early last month the Nove-Scotlan barque 
Selkirk asrived bere from New York, and ever 
since. both the craft and her crew have been 
more or less notoriously before the public. First 
came tho assault cascs which were investi- 
gated {n the Pollce Court, and later the 
more serlous charge. of murder preferred 
against the chief officer, which resulted in 
a sentence of two years’ imprisonment for 
manslaughter belng passed. on bim. Why, thls 
serlous charge was not first taken in hand by the 
Crown haa not b-rn*satlatactorlly explained, but 
the fact that It was deferred until convictions 
agalnst the captain and his chief officer had 
been obtained on the mincr. counts does not 
reflect much credit on the authorities tn whom 
these all-important func ions are vested, How- 
ever, all through these trials It has been generally 
felt by the public that only one side of the 
slary bad been told; that = great deal of light 
_ would be thrown on the occurer ces of the 13'h of 
March if either Captain Crowe or the mate of 
the Ss/kirA could be put in the witness tox. 
And when It became known that the c:ptain 
was to be called as a witness in the murder case, 
Go little lotcrest was manifested by the public in 
the trial. After having been brought twice to 
the Court, Mr. J.J. Francis, QC., counsel for 
the defence, speganty decided not to call him 
and, as before," opportuplty of beariog the 
captain's version of the day's dolngs was, again 
missed, Whit ed the defending coansel 
to puraue thesd™Femarkable tactics fa perhaps 
known to Mr. J. J. Francls ; to the outsider they 
are incomprehensible, . 

These cases bave caused a great stlr, especially 

‘among the shIpping community, and it was with 
a desire of gaining tome addtilonal and reliable 
particulars of the Seldirh's voynge that a 
reporter from the Hongkong Telegraph sought 
an Interview wilh Mrs. Crowe, the wife of the 
commander who is now In Victoria Gaol se. ving 
a six weeks’ -sentence for having struck a 
posalbly insolent sail. r. 
* Mrs, Crowe is a courageous woman, and ever 
since her husband's incarceration has been 
actually {0 charge of the ship, “She bas 
arranged for 21] emergencies—the cargo, engaging 
& bew crew, and the hundred-and-one things 
{nseparable from the! working of a big vessel, 
and in all pr babillty will proceed on'a voyage 
to Cebu early next week. When the nature 
of the visit was explained, the little lacy ex- 
pressed a strong destre that the trath should 
be made known, for she naturally thinks that 
the lwo men ovuw in gaui ha.e been victlmised 
—maloly by circumstances, possihly by too 
‘sanguloe though well-meaning legal advisers— 
bat especially from the fact that Capt, Cr. we has 
not been allowed an opportunity of telling the 
tale himeelt,: . 


MRS. crowr's VERSION. 


When the crew. came on board the ship in 
New Y-rk they were all more or less woder the 
Influence of Nquor; Kennedy (the man who was 
afterwards lost) belng the worst ofall. He was not 
long In making bis presence on the ship known, for 

-helmmedlately went !nto the galley and demanded 
bis dinner, The uttentfon of the mate, Edison 
Crowe, (a cousin. of the captain's) was called, 
aod be 4 ickly gave Kennedy to understand that 
‘the meal-bours of the ship would have to be 
recognlied, and that he would be told when 
dinner wasready, This man was whatis known 
on Amrrican ships as a“ buck;" that Is, ho 
was a pronounced bully, always a dangerous 
element on a sailing ship when the master and 
men are not motaslly acqualnted, and where 
4 following has often to be obtained under any 
pretext., ‘The character of the man was at once 
gauged, and the. mate, who is a young fellow, 
29 yems of ape, quick-tempered, but on the 
‘whole thorcughly grod, steady, honest and re- 


llable, knew-pretty well the class of man he had. 


to deal with. Kennedy and his frlead Flyon 
trled to ‘overawe thelr shipsmates, and some of 
them seemed really cfrzid of them, Nothing 
of note occurred unlil wo hed been five days at 
sea; the cook then complained to the captaln 
that some of the men were breaking into the 
galley and that things were belng stolen, This 
went on for some time until the patience of the 
captain became worn out, and be called the crew 
together explafning the circumstances and 
expressiog unwllilogo’ ss to pur:ish Innocent men, 
Invited those who cfther knew of the thefis or 
had-taken part io them to “speak up" and 
then notblog more would be done or sald; he was 
only anxlous to find out the gultty parties, At the 
same time he told the crew {f they were dissatisfied 
with bis victuailing that they had the chotce of 
. bat. sanctioned by the Board of Trade. , They, 
to aman, elected to go on with the viciuals 
served out by the ship, but nothing polnting 
to the. thleves. could be leamed, Later 
o-eome of the crew - complained that 
their things were being stolen. A search 
was instituted, and in Kennedy's bunk or bag 
a shirt was found which belonged to acother 
memb:rof the crew. The man. professed to -be 
swfally Indigoant at the discovery, and protested 
that it bad been cut there by someone, Finally 
the boy Cross informed Captain Crowe that 
Kennedy and Flynn were the men who bad been 
breaking foto the galicy and at the same tire 
cautioned the skipper to be careful, for Kennedy 
had boasted In the fo'castle that he would cat 
the captain or anyone cise to pleces if they Loter- 
fered wlth him. He had “bossed” the last 
ship he had sailed in and would “boss” the 
Selkirktvo Further, be was particularly proud of 
| bragging that he bad already “done” two 
years in Buenos Ayres for having ki:led a mate, 
To the meantime it bad been seported to the 
captain that a criminal cff.ncoof an unnameable 
nature bad bzen committed on board, but Io spite 
of inguirles nothing of an absolutely sellable 
pature could be learned, Tho thefts continued, 
and various ship's arthles were missed; particu: 
lagly afd." This was just befors the 13th of March,

him with stealing nnd causing the only. 
‘rouble that hed arisen on the ship. He at 
first derled ft, but on being several times struck 
across the leps and shoulders (not on- the 
bead as hax been stated) with the bar, ‘he 
confessed. He was Imm edlately let go and the 
mate was ordered to trav him. alone, for 
.now that the troth bad come to ight he. 
knew what men to punish. All. the crew 
would. sesame their, regular work except 
Kennedy and Flynn, for whom there would 
be no watch below becaure they hed heen 
the cause of all the friction, Kennedy was 
ordere? aloft with the second mate and seemed 
quite fit ‘or daty, but after being up for a time he 
complained that he was too acre to work and 
wan told be might go down. ‘The chfef mate 
conld not have known anything of this, byt 
requlting assistance to set the fore roy i 
called Kennedy to help. This work having been 
completed, the man wan ordered to get some tar, 
He returned with. an empty tar-pot which appa- 
reatly annoyed the mate, and on ordering. the 
man fo biing some tar the fatter muttered 
some unintelligible remarks which caused the 
mate to follow him, asking “What is that 
you say, you fo-and-a0 2?" The mate w-s. not 
osr bim, neither was he walking as tboogh 
he meant to assault Kennedy; the whole 
touble came from Ker nedy’s reluctar ce to obey 
that simple order, and his sobsequent mutterlogs 
which, under the circumstances, nloety-nine out 
of every hundred officers would feel themsclves 
juntified In regarding as threats. However, the 
tad fact remains that the unforiuna’e man, 
whether out of bravado, actuated by.a de'lre to 
frighten the ship's company, or by accldent, went 
overboard, Hewasseen for some time afterwards, 
swimming lelsorely and comfortably, and asa 
life-buoy had been immediately thrown to him, 
it waa generally expected thet ‘nething more 
serlots than am thorough ducking would follow. 
The sblp was brought to, and every effort 
made to get the bost speedily launched, but 
unfortanately vo trace of the man could he found, 
From what was ssid after the event It seemed. 
to be pretty generally admitted that Kennedy had 
jamped overboard to create asensation rather than 
anything else. It seemed to be In this Ngbt too 
that the mate regarded the matter, for although 
he worked frantically to get the boat ont be 
almply sald “The fool's gone overbos rd," or 
words to that effect, No trace of the missing 
man was found, and sofaras any of the responsl- 
ble cfficers were aware the matter ended there 7 
that tbe unfstiurate man bad elther accidentally 
lost his life or had: detlberate'y thrown ft away, 
The captain’s conduct to the men did not alter 
one tnta ; excepting perhaps that he was more 
kindly considerate ta’ the man Fiyon, who 
‘hreughout professed his innocence. of the 
thefts, but admitted having shared in the 
Froceeds,, To him, Captain Crowe expressed 
regret for having acted hastily, but advised bim 
to have nothing to. do with such undertakings’ 
In future, The voyage went on uveventfolly ; there 
being no trouble of any kind from the dny that 
Kennedy disappeared. That Captain Crowe is 
# just and easy-going commander every Incident 
ofthe voya-e confirms excepiing (he events of 
the rath of March last, when be hed elther to 
uphold bis authority or give aver the ship to un- 
known thieves and lose all control of the crew. 
Mra. Crowe concluded by observing she hoped 
{n similar cases judgments would not be bastily 
anived at, The life ofa captain of 2 psilio 
ship, with but few exceptions, was a rerleso 
broi!s and troubler; one long: struggle to do the 
best for one's owners against odds, accidents 
and crews composed of (he scom of creation, 
The foregoing Is bricfly the true story of the 
thirk's voynge, which may give the just 
an opporiunity of deciding whetber ‘or'not they 
would ratber be to-day in Captain Crowe's 
position or be a member of his recent crew,

but as this ism matter sffecting the Iie and 
securlty of the public, It needs no apology, for 
whatTam about to do, but it appe:rs rather to 
be a daty to veotllate this publicly in order that 
In fature the responsibility for an accident such 
as ately occurted may reat wiih those controlling 
the Cor-pany's business, No passenger railway 
in England would be allowed by the Board of 
Trade to ran with the appliances here allowed, 
asin all cases where there areimportant crossings 
interlocking gear 1s compulsory, To. construct 
laterlocking apparatus, which at the same time 
would work the polnts automatically (and thus 
avold ail possibility of accident) would cost at the 
outside $100, and could be completed in three 
days without jaterfering with the working of the 
Ilne ; such an apparatus would dispense with the 
Polntsman at $18 per month, and therefore would 
pry for itrelfin 54 months. Now, if the above 
statement [a true, a very serlous responsibility 
will rest on some one in the event of a similar 
accident taking place under the present arrange: 
ments, The tramway {s such a boon to the 
public that any mishap tending to dispiace public 
confidence would be regrettable, apart from the 
fact that danger to ite: and limb as well, as 
serfous expense to the aharebolders, is involved. 
' As the possibility of such an secldent as the 
Present was foreseen by several, so I may point. 
out the dangerous character of the depressing 
gear near Plantation Road, for, shouid this 
apparatus be derailed on the up journey an 
unpleasant experience is In store for the paras 
sengers. 1-admit the posafbility {s a somewhat 
remote one, batas there isa well-known con+ 
trivance for such purpose that is absolutely 
safe, and {te also inexpensive, there is no excure 
for retuloing the present clumsy and trouble. 
some gear, As the Tramway is’belng worked a0 
well and with so much regard for public con- 
venience, I feel sure It is only necessary to point 
these things‘out‘to have them remedied. 

The late accldent naturally ralses the question
